Washington, Jan. 15.—Almost the 
fonr hours of the executive see­ 
the senate were devoted to the 
snilirV-et consideration of the nomination 
,(f n01|. Joseph McKenna, now attor­ 
ney general, to Im* associate justice of 
the supreme court. 
Tin 
debate upon Mr. KoKenna’s 
nomination was precipitated by Senator 
Hoar, chairman of the committee on 
judiciary, who asked for immediate 
action. In doing this, Mr. Hoar sjxiko 
briefly of the opposition to Mr. McKen­ 
na, saying that tho judiciary committee 
t ad investigated most of the charges 
made ami had reached the conclusion 
•hat they wore without foundation. He 
Mid that the greater number of charges 
had been made by the members of the 
American Protective association, and 
that as they hail been founded solely 
upon the fact that Mr. McKenna was a 
•Catholic in religion, they had net been 
deemed worthy of serious consideration. 
Mr. Hoar dwelt at some length upon 
♦his point, excoriating any men who 
would attempt to inject a qnestiou of 
religion into a controversy over a num's 
fitnem for office. He said that such an 
effort was entirely uuamerican an un­ 
patriotic and should not for a moment 
receive the consideration of fair-minded 
•en. 
Senator White (Cal.) also spoke of the 
effort of the A. P. A. to interfere with 
the conrso of the senate in giving proper 
attent iou to a question, the determina­ 
tion of which should depend upon con­ 
sideration of fitness and justice as be­ 
tween man arid man rather than upon 
aq appeal to bigotry, prejudice and a 
false claim of patriotism. 
He spoke of 
the A. P. A.’s as “fools who could not 
Ie properly characterized in the senate.” 
He hat! no patience, he said, with men 
who held the opinion that Catholics 
must necessarily consult the pope or 
some other high functionary of the 
Catholic church in every important 
transactions of their lives, ana added 
that he was convinced that the Ameri­ 
can senate would not be influenced for a 
moment bv such representations as an 
order of the character of the A. P. A. 
would make. Mr. McKenna’s confirma­ 
tion should depend entirely upon differ­ 
ent considerations. 
As for himself, 
while he did not contend that Mr. Mc­ 
Kenna was a giant in his legal attain­ 
ments, still he believed him to be an 
honorable man, a competent lawyer and 
a just jurist, and he should support his 
confirmation. 
Mr. Allen interposed an objection to 
immediate action. When his request 
for t wo weeks’ delay was met with re­ 
fusal, he took the floor aud proceeded to 
give his reasons for the request. 
He 
culled attention to the importance of the 
office to which Mr. McKenna had been 
named, saying it was a place which he 
would occupy probably during the re­ 
mainder of his life. He said that so far 
as the opposition of the A. P. A. was 
coact rued it did not influence him in 
the least, ami he agreed with all that 
had been said as to the impropriety of 
*uv interference in a matter of this 
character on account of religious preju­ 
dices or predilections. There were still 
attier charges, which were to his mind 
far more serious, aud to prove that such 
was the (wise he read at length from let­ 
ters and newspapers attacking Mr. Mc­ 
Kenna's record us an attorney and jurist 
on the ground of want of legal attain­ 
ments. Ii,- also stated that he had un­ 
derstood that the charge had been made 
that larg e corporations had been instru­ 
mental in securing Mr. McKenna’s 
nomination. 
He thought this matter 
mao should be looked into. He added 
that he might vote for Mr. McKenna’s 
urination, but said that before doing 
so he desired to be convinced that the 
assertions made derogatory to Mr. Mc- 
J*fdnas character as a jurist were 
without foundation. 
Va agreement was reached for con- 
uding the McKenna matter at the 
sitting on next Friday.

The term of office of the president and 
of the Fifty-sixth congress shall continue 
until 80th day of April in the year 1901 at 
noon. 
The senators whose existing term 
would otherwise expire on the 4th day of 
March in the year 1899 or thereafter shall 
continue in office until noon on the 30th 
dnv of April succeeding such expiration 
and the 30th day of April, at noon, shall 
thereafter be substituted for the 4th of 
March as the commencement and termin­ 
ation of the official term of the president, 
vice president, senators and representa­ 
tives In congress. 
The resolution was referred to the 
committee on privileges and elections.

London, Jan. 15.—The Rome corre­ 
spondent of The Daily Chronicle, in a 
startling statement this morning, quotes 
largely from an article in Civilta Oath*- 
lien, which he declares is directly in­ 
spired by the vatic: ii and the pope advo­ 
cating, as the solution of the eternal 
question between the vatican and the 
quiriiial, the establishment of au Italian 
republic. 
The urtiel** which is hosod on the 
pope's Christmas allocution, declares 
that the thing which stands opposed to 
l*tpul independence is not Italian unity. 
but “the NiMvial and (concrete form 
wherein that unity is at present main­ 
tained, with results mach more disas­ 
tr o u s to the state than lo the holy see.” 
It proceeds to assert that tho oo-exist- 
eneo of the vatican and the Italian mon­ 
archy is ini|Kvssible, anil that one or tim 
other must go. It then suggests the 
constitutions and cities of Switzerland 
anil America as examples of “admirable 
and glorious constitutions, true unities 
of nation and state, though differing 
from that of Italy, which lias produced 
nothing hut weakness, misery and star­ 
vation.’’

C h ic a g o , Jan. 15.—Nearly OOO coal 
miners and operators, representing Indi­ 
ana, Illinois, Ohio and Pennsylvania, 
will meet in joint convention in Chicago 
on Momlay for the [impose of bringing 
almut, if possible, the adoption of a wage 
scale and working agreement in order to 
prevent a general strike next summer.

C hicago, .Jan. 15.—Gross abuses of 
the pension funds of the Chicago police 
department were disclosed at the meet­ 
ing of tho state senate committee inves­ 
tigating the Chicago civil service com­ 
mission and police force. A list was 
produced of over 60 ex-policemen now 
on the pension rolls of the police depart­ 
ment, who, it is claimed, are perfectly 
able ts> do duty as jolice officers, but 
who have been retired, so it is alleged, 
for the purpose of making a place for 
some candidate for a police star who 
had a political pull.

B E F O R E T H E RAILROADS. 


W hen P hiladelp hia W as the G reatest City 
In the Am erican Colonies. 
In 1774 Philadelphia was the largest 
town in the American colonies. 
E sti­ 
mates of the population, which are all 
we have, differ widely, but it was prob­ 
ably not far from 80,000. A single city 
now has a larger population than all 
the colonies possessed in 1774, aud there 
are in the United states today 104 cities 
and towns of over 80,000 inhabitants. 
Figures alone, however, cannot express 
the difference between those days aud 
our own. Now a town of 30,000 people 
is reached by railroads and telegraphs. 
It is in close touch w ith all the rest of 
tho world. Business brings strangers to 
it constantly, who come like shadows 
aud so depart, unnoticed, except by 
those w ith whom they are imm ediately 
concerned. 
It was not so in 1774, not 
even in Philadelphia, which was as 
nearly as possible the central point of 
the colonies as well as the most popu­ 
lous city. 
Thanks to the energy and genius of 
Franklin, Philadelphia was paved, light­ 
ed and ordered in a way almost unknow n 
in any other town of that period. 
It 
was well built and thriving. 
Business 
was active, aud the people w ere thrifty 
and prosperous and lived well. Vet, de­ 
spite all these good qualities* we must 
make an effort of tho imagination to re­ 
alize how quietly aud slowly life moved 
then in com par! eon to the pace of today. 
There in Philadelphia was the center 
of the postal system of tho continent, 
aud the recently established mail coach 
called the “ Flying Machine, ” not ii* 
jest but in praise, performed the jour 
ney to New York in the hitherto 
equaled tim e of two days, 
m ail at longer intervals 


slowly to the soutn. V essels of the coast­ 
wise traffic or from beyond seas came 
into port at uncertain tim es and after 
long and still more uncertain voyages. 
The daily round of life was so regular 
and so quiet th at any incident or any 
novelty drew interest aud attention in a 
way which would now be impossible.—

In the entrance ball of his dw elling 
he hung up his m agic lantern aud his 
organ facing the door, there to be care­ 
fully preserved till they moldered to 
dust, and be ordered by bis w ill that 
any one of bis descendants who should 
cause them to be removed should forfeit 
bis inheritance and his patrim ony revert 
to the next heir, or, iii failure of a suc­ 
cessor, to the hospital of Tende. 
Only a few years ago the organ and 
lantern were still to be seen carefully 
preserved.—Pearson’s Weekly.

A Nation of Medicine Takers. 


A lum inium and W ater. 
The fact is dem onstrated th at alu ­ 
m inium is as excellent a purifier of w a­ 
ter as there is. The salts of this m etal 
are insoluble in w ater, and consequently 
it is plain th at when these salts are 
formed the w ater can be strained and 
the im purities removed therefrom. Per­ 
haps the most practicable method of puri­ 
fying w ater by this means is the trough 
method, as it is called, the trough be­ 
ing composed of plates of alum inium 
and zinc or iron, six or eight inches 
apart. 
One end of the tank affords an 
entrance for the volume of w ater which 
passes over the top of one plate and 
thence under the plate next to it, this 
being accomplished by the fact th at the 
elevation of the several plates is differ­ 
ent. 
In connection w ith tikis tank or 
trough there is an electrical generator 
of m oderate size, and, though alum ini­ 
um w ill not form the negative pole of 
a current, the other plates used w ill. 
Now, as it is alw ays the case th at w hen 
an electric current comes in contact 
w itll w ater in this m anner it decom­ 
poses a certain portion of tile fluid, as 
it were, the result of such decomposi­ 
tion is that ozone is formed aud oxygen 
freed—the m eaning of this being the ab­ 
sohm* extinction of life in any microbes 
or organic m atter which the w ater m ight 
contain, leaving it—after m eeting the 
purification the salts of alum inium oc­ 
casion—as clear and healthful as the 
w ater which Hows from the purest 
spring.— N iw York Hun.

The post relations of ancien t S tuttgart 
were unpretentious.

Coaches aud post wagons were inno­ 
cent of any suggestion of com fort—a 
high, clumsy wooden box was secured 
by thick leathern straps, aud iii the 
cavernous bottom were confined together 
packages and passengers. Up and down 
hill, over ruts and rocks, tho cumbrous 
vehicle rattled on its way, the hapless 
travelers boing ever on the defensive 
against the assaults of tum bling box* s 
and bundles. x\ud then the weary slow 
ness of the w ay! Form erly the journey 
from S tu ttg art to Tubingen w as macle 
in 12 hours. 
The same journey is now 
made in four hours. 
The postilions 
alighted to take refreshm ents when ic 
pleased them , and one traveler has lei! 
a dism al record of a journey th at he 
once made, during which the driver 
took the horses from the carriage and 
attached them to a hay wagon th at had 
been left m ired in the mud. 
The man 
drove tho wagon into the next village, 
aud when there he joined the grateful 
neighbors in a carousal, w hile the tired 
passengers languished on the 
dusty

TH EY DON'T LIKE PAPER. 


S»vag«i ut F irst C ontect R egsrd the Fabric 
W ith Suspicion. 
When savage people first come in con­ 
tact with the whites, none of tho won­ 
ders that they see is regarded with more 
suspicion than large sheets of paper. 
The native is apt to regard paper as a 
sort of cloth, and the fact that It tears 
easily and is worthless for most of the 
purposes to which doth is put convinces 
him that it is a fraud. 
One or two Kongo travelers told of 
the disgust with which the natives at 
first regarded paper. The Kongo tribes, 
by the way, are on the lookout for 
sharpers, and it is exceedingly hard 
work for anybody to sell them a bad 
quality of cutlery or cloth. 
Savages 
soon find, however, that paper is not in­ 
tended to serve the purposes of cloth. 
Then they cease to look upon it as a 
fraud, but they do ngt think it ranks 
high among white man s manufactures, 
aud they have little use for it. 
Some time ago a well known explorer 
was traveling in the interior of Queens­ 
land, Australia, where be met many 
natives who had never seen a w hite man 
before. 
One day a crowd of natives was in 
the white m an’s camp carefully inspect­ 
ing the explorer aud his baggage when 
a newspaper happened to drop out of 
his pocket. 
The natives unfolded and spread it 
out on the ground. They decided that it 
must be an article of wearing apparel, 
and one of them tried it on. 
He wrap­ 
ped it round bis shoulders like a shawl 
and sat dow n on the ground, arranging 
tiis covering this way and that and 
watching the faces of the orowd to see 
what they thought of his elegant gar­ 
ment, covered as it was w ith many 
thousands of curious marks. 
Presently, however, an accident hap­ 
pened. While the savage was rearrang­ 
ing his shawl and trying to bring the 
corners together in front of him the gar­ 
ment began to tear at the nape of his 
neck. A howl from the orowd called at 
tention to the disaster. The blanket, or 
whatever it was, was evidently made of 
the poorest sort of material. 
The savage took his covering off, ex­ 
amined the mischief he had wrought, 
made the tear a little longer and then 
with his finger poked a hole through 
the paper. 
That settled the fact that the article 
was worthless. The newspaper sudden­ 
ly lost all interest for the natives, who 
turned their attention to less destructi­ 
ble objects.—Pearson’s Weekly.

S. T. Borer on “ Breakfast Cereals and 
F ruits’ ’ in ber cooking lesson in The 
Ladies’ Home Journal. “ They will sup­ 
port muscular action, preserve the heat 
of the body and strengthen the brain in 
its nervous activity. Whole or steel cut 
oats aud whole wheat, from which our 
nineteenth century bread should be 
made, contain the essential elements for 
the perfect nourishment of the human 
Jody. 
The great objection to cereal 
foods is their difficulty of digestion, not 
from any fault of the foods, but, first, 
from lack of time in cooking and, second, 
from lack of proper mastication. 
Baw 
starches are indigestible. The first step, 
then, toward the digestion of starches 
is over the fire. Each little cell must be 
ruptured, and for this long and careful 
cooking is required. The second step to 
the digestion of starches is in the 
mouth. 
They are there converted from 
the insoluble starch to soluble sugar. 
If they are swallowed quickly, without 
mastication, they miss this digestion, 
entering the stomach as strangers. This 
organ not being prepared to receive 
them, they are cast out into the small 
intestines to bo entirely instead of part­ 
ly digested. This organ, now compelled 
to do, in addition to its own duties, the 
work of the mouth, soon becomes over 
taxed, and we have, as a result, the 
disease most common in this country— 
intestinal indigestion. 
“ Of the breakfast cereals stool cut 
oats bead the list. 
Any of the wheat 
germ preparations are good. After these 
come the rolled wheat and barley aud 
rice preparations.

But he 
was selfish. He was proud. He was un* 
sympathizing with men who were vi­ 
cious and tempted, poor and degraded. 
He had no drawing toward them or de­ 
sire to help them. 
They repelled him, 
and he spurned them. He was pure and 
loathed their uncleanness. 
The idea of 
helping them never came to him, much 
less the thought of mingling with them, 
of going down among them and giving ! 
of his possessions, of im parting of his 
own and himself to them. 
That would 
be a sort of indorsement of their evil. 
It could only degrade him and sully his 
purity and deplete his possessions. “ Go 
and sell all that thou has and give to 
tho poor and come and follow' Me,” was 
the death knell of all his pride and tho 
revelation of the hollowness of his 
piety. He needed some one to save him. 
He w’as lost when ho thought himself 
safe. 
Christ, becoming poor for our sakes, is 
able to save us from our pride and sin. 
He must wash us and purify us till we 
love Him supremely. 
The next truth we need to learn after 
we have been washed from our pride 
and sin is that we are to wash others. 
This is to many Christians the hardest 
task. 
It is sweet and heavenly to be 
saved, but to go after some one else and 
wash him is hardship. Ye ought to do 
it.

Of course every one knows th at we 
drink a good deal th at isn’t tea when 
we drink a cup of tea. 
We drin k —or 
are supposed to drink—some tea, some 
lead and some straw. But there arc sev­ 
eral “ teas” th at the drinkers know are 
not made of tea leaves and yet are not 
adulterated. 
In Peru they drink mate, a tea made 
from the Hex paragueusis, a species of 
holly. 
This is the only mate tea, but 
there is a Brazilian tea, gorgonha, call­ 
ed m ate th ere ; another tea used in A us­ 
tria, called Brazilian tea, and several 
other so called m ate teas are made from 
different varieties of the ilex. 
In L ab­ 
rador they make a tea from two species 
of ledum. 
Oswego tea was made from 
the scarlet m ouarda, and m ountain tea 
from the dw arf evergreen, G aultheria 
procumbena. 
Then clover tea and tansy 
tea aud catnip tea and m int tea are 
used, though not as beverages. 
In Sum atra they use coffee leaves to 
make tea out of, and the beverage is 
said to be very refreshing. In M auritius 
the leaves of an orchid, Angroecum 
fragraus, 
are used. 
The Tonquinese 
have teas of their own, made of leaves, 
berries, barks and woods. 
The Abys­ 
sinians make tea out of the leaves of 
the Catha edulis. W hen a sentinel can’t 
leave bis post to get a cup of tea, he 
can chew a leaf or two of this plant, 
and he won t feel like going to sleep 
all night. 
Iu Tasm ania there are said 
to be more than 200 substitutes for tea; 
in England they used to make a tea of 1 
sage, betony or rosemary and of rasp­ 
berry leaves; in France they use black j 
currant leaves and borage to make tea, ' 
and a century or so ago they gathered j 
in English gardens and fields ash, elder 
and sloe leaves, and the leaves of white- , 
thorn and blackthorn, out of which to j 
make tea. 
So it is evident that there j 
are teas and teas.—New York &uu.

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have only to turn hack a few leaves in 
his history to ascertain beyond a doubt. 
Ho was always in hot wator.

not impossible for a public m an to live 
in Tennessee at that tim e w ithout be­ 
ing continually in hot watur, but the 
real truth is Jackson rather liked it, and 
if the w ater w asn’t hot enough he was 
more likely than not to start a fire be­ 
neath the pot to w’arin it up. 
At the tim e he was passing through 
bis form ative stage it was the custom 
in the section in which he lived to in- 
lulge in the pretty pastime of "g o n g ­ 
ing,” when the fighting men allowed 
their finger nails to grow’ long and 
sickle shaped, so that they could (and 
very often did) gouge out the eyes of an 
j opponent w ith whom they m ight have 
I any ‘‘difficulties” of a personal nature. 
It wats a fighting age—at least in 
that region— into which Audrew Jack ­ 
son was born and in which lie was rear- 
' cd. He would not, of course, descend to 
the barbarous practice of gouging, but 
he sometimes got so "m ad ” th a t he of­ 
ten felt like em ulating the exam ple of 
a brother politician who, rising to re­ 
fute some "calum nies” uttered against 
him by another, could not speak from 
rage, but who finally exclaimed: " E x ­ 
plain? No, sirs. 
But d 
d if I can’t 
whip the m an who started th a t lie. ” I 
And so he jum ped down from the stum p 
and went out to find him* 
Like th at eminent statesm an, Davy 
Crockett, a member from the back coun­ 
ties of his own state, Jackson, it is be- | 
lieved, "w ould rather fight than eat” I 
and was never so happy as w hen punch­ 
ing the head of some one who differed 
with him in argum ent. 
Old Peter C artw right, the "F ig h tin g 
Parson,” doubtless expressed tho senti- ! 
merit of the tim es and the section when 
he said to a man who threatened to 
whip him : “ Well, sir, I never like to 
live iii dread. 
If you really intend to , 
thrash me, come and do it now. ” The 
fellow kept on blustering, when the 
old man pulled off his coat aud said, 
“ Now, sir, you have to whip mo or else j 
quit your cursing, for I ’m going to 
chuck you into the river and then bap­ 
tize you in the name of tho devil, to I 
whom you surely belong. ” Aud he did , 
it, to the em inent satisfaction of all 
who witnessed tho ceremony. 
Needless to rem ark, Peter C artw right j 
was a parson after Jackson’! own heart, 
and he desired nothing better than to 
have him w ith him as chaplain on his 
expeditions. 
Ju st when young Jackson 
had his first fight it is impossible to as­ 
certain, as we have no record of his do­ 
ings before he emerged from sw addling 
clothes, but rum ors are or were rife in 
the place of his bringing up of the nu­ 
merous encounters he had w ith the boys 
of his acquaintance, big and little. 
He passed through the period of early 
! manhood w ith the reputation of a man 
J "ready w ith his fists, ’ but tho first au ­ 
thentic challenge which he issued is 
said to have been at Jonesboro, in I 725, 
where he was arguing a ease and when 
the opposing attorney said som ething 
sarcastic w bien the fiery Jackson quickly 
resented. 
He s n a t c h e d up a pen and on 
the fly hid of the nearest lawbook 
wrote a perem ptory challenge for the 
attorney to m eet him in deadly combat. 
That fly leaf is said to be iii existence 
yet with its im m ortal challenge. 
The 
deli was as prom ptly accepted, ami tile 
two young lawyers met ilia hollow’near 
the courthouse just after sundown of 
that very day. 
They exchanged shots, 
acknowledged themselves satisfied and 
rn xt day returned to their duties, n ei­ 
ther of them hit and neither of tile 
twain at a l l ruffled or harboring resent­ 
ment. 
That one of Jackson’# origin aud an ­ 
tecedents, born of lowly Presbyterian 
parentage, should entertain, as he did, 
such high 
regard for the so called 
“ code of honor,” and ho so ready to in ­ 
voke it, seems an anachronism, but he 
derived it, probably, from bis intim ate 
anociation w ith the wealthy and dissi­ 
pated "bloods” w ith whom he so con­ 
stantly consorted. 
A d u e l was iii tile nature of a safety 
valve with bim, and let off the sillier- 
abundant h um which otherwise would 


c au se ail explosion. 
At a tavern one 
night, where he was drinking w ith 
some hoop rom pun ions, he chanced to

debate upon Mr. KeKenna’s 
nomination was precipitated by Senator 
Hoar, chairman of the committee on 
judiciary, who asked for immediate 
action. In doing this, Mr. Hoar spoke 
liefly of the opposition to Mr. McKen- 
Haying that the judiciary committee 
md investigated most of the charges 
made and had reached the conclusion 
♦hat they were without foundation. He 
Mid til at tile greater number of chargee 
Rad I*-en made by the members of the 
A m erican Protective association, and 
that as they hail been founded solely 
upon the fact that Mr. McKenna was a 
C atholic in religion, they had net been 
tamed worthy of serious consideration. 
Mr. Hoar dwelt at some length upon 
flus point, excoriating any men who 
would attern])! to inject a question of 
religion into a controversy over a m an’s 
fitness for office. He said that such an 
effort was entirely u nam m ean an un­ 
patriotic and should not for a moment 
mw ive the consideration of fair-minded 
wen. 
Senator Whit*' (Cal.) also spoke of the 
effort of the A. P. A. to interfere with 
the course of the senate in giving proper 
attention to a question, the determina­ 
tion of which should depend npon con­ 
sideration of fitness and justice as be­ 
tween man and man rather than upon 
an appal to bigotry, prejudice ana a 
fal*e elain) of iwtriotiNm. 
He spoke of 
tho A. P. A.’s as “ fools who oould not 
lie properly characterised in the senate.” 
He had no patience, he said, with men 
who held the opinion that Catholics 
mast necessarily consult the pope (sr 
mine other high functionary of the 
Catholic church in every 
important 
transactions of their lives, and added 
that he was convinced that the Ameri­ 
can senate would not be influenced for a 
moment bv such representations as an 
order of the character of the A. P. A. 
woald make. Mr. McKenna’s continua­ 
tion should depend entirely upou differ­ 
ent considerations. 
A s‘ for himself, 
while he did not contend that Mr. Mc­ 
Kenna was a giant in his legal attain­ 
ments, still he believed him to be an 
honorable man, a competent lawyer aud 
a just jurist, und he should support his 
sontirmation.

Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, say*: The year has opened with 
a very satisfactory prospect.

ment in the speculative market*, and 
whilo stock* advance a little, grain 
yields a little.

W hen P hiladelp hia Wa* the G reatest City 
In th* Am erican Coloni**. 
In 1774 Philadelphia was the largest 
town in the American colonies. Esti­ 
mates of the population, which are all 
we have, differ widely, hut it was prob­ 
ably not far from HO,OOO. A single city 
uoyv has a larder population than all 
the colonies possessed in 1774, aud there 
are in tho United States today 104 cities 
aud towns of over HO, OOO inhabitants. 
Figures alone, however, cannot express 
the difference between those days aud 
our own. Now a town of 30,000 people 
is reached by railroads and telegraphs. 
It is in close touch with all the rest of 
tho world. Business brings strangers to 
it constantly, who come like shadows 
aud so depart, unnoticed, except by 
those with whom they are immediately 
concerned. 
It was not so in 1774, not 
even in Philadelphia, which was as 
nearly us possible the central point of 
the colonies as well as the most popu­ 
lous city. 
Thanks to the euergy and genius of 
Franklin, Philadelphia w as paved, light­ 
ed and ordered in a way almost unknow n 
in any other tow n of that period. 
It 
was well built and thriving. 
Business 
was active, aud the people were thrifty 
aud prosperous and lived well. Vet, de­ 
spite all th* se g o o d (jualities, we must 
make an effort of tho imagination to re­ 
alize how quietly aud slow ly life moved 
then in compari on to the pace of today. 
There in Philadelphia was the center 
of the postal system of tho continent, 
aud the recently established mail coach 
called the "Flying Machine,’’ not in 
jest but in praise, performed the jour­ 
ney to New York in the hitherto un­ 
equaled time of two days. Another 
mail at longer intervals arent more

came into use, a native of the province 
of Teude was one of the first who trav­ 
eled about Europe with this instrument. 
In his 
peregrinations he collected 
money enough to enable him to purchase 1 
from the 4<iug of Sardinia the title of 
count of the country w here be was born i 
—for which, probably, in a time of war 
he did not pay above 1,000 guineas. 
W ith the remainder of his money be 
purchased an estate suitable to his rank 
aud settled himself peaceably for the 
remainder of his days in his mansion. 
In tho entrance hall of his dwelling 
he hung up his magic lantern aud his 
organ facing the door, there to be care­ 
fully preserved till they moldered to 
dust, and he ordered by his will that 
any one of his descendants who should 
cause them to lie removed should forfeit 
his iuberitauce and his patrimony revert 
to the next heir, or, iii failure of a suc­ 
cessor, to the hospital of Teude. 
Only a few years ago the organ aud 
lantern were still to be seeu carefully 
preserved.—Pi -arson ’ s W eek ly.

This is the only mate teu, hut 
there is a Brazilian tea, gorgunba, c a ll­ 
ed mate there; another tea used in A us­ 
tria, called B razilian tea, and several 
other so called m ate teas are made from 
different varieties of the Hex.

rador they make a tea from tw o species 
Oswego tea w as made from 
the scarlet mouarda, and mountain tea 
from the dw arf evergreen, G aul iberia 
procumbens. 
Then clover tea and tansy 
tea aud catnip tea and m int tea are 
used, though uot as beverages. 
In Sum atra they use coffee leaves to 
muke tea out of, and the beverage is * 
said to be very refreshing.
